Dr.  Wilford  Smith  of  the  Sociol- 
ogy Dept,  reviewed  a book  en- 
titled A Psychological  Study  of  the 
Prophet  Smith  written  by  a Dr. 
Riley. 

After  relating  the  Joseph  Smith 
story,  Dr.  Smith  commented, 
“Walt  Disney  wouldn’t  dare  write 
this.  It’s  too  fantastic.” 

Dr.  Smith  gave  two  possible  ex- 
planations of  Joseph  Smith: 
“Either  he  is  the  biggest  liar 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  or  the 
story  is  true.” 

FORMER  REJECTED 
“The  fact  that  I’m  at  BYU 
suggests  I reject  the  former 
choice,”  Dr.  Smith  added. 

Riley  assumed  Joseph  Smith 
was  psychologically  abnormal, 
explained  the  sociology  professor. 
“Riley  claimed  that  out  of  ab- 
normality Smith  manufactured 
fantastic  stories  which  naive 
frontiersmen  (Mormons)  swal- 
lowed.” 

“Joseph  Smith  was  further  ac- 
cused of  being  a psychotic  and  a 
deliberate  fraud.” 

“Calling  Joseph  Smith's  grand- 
father Solomon  Black  insane,  Ri- 
ley claimed  Joseph  Smith  had  in- 
herited his  insanity,”  said  Dr. 
Smith. 

DREAMS 

The  professor  quoted  Riley  fur- 
ther: “His  parents  had  many 
dreams,  so  it’s  not  surprising 
their  son  had  enough  to  fill  the

“God  and  Man  in  History”  was 
presented  by  Dr.  Richard  Poll  of 
the  Hitsory  Dept,  at  4 p.m.  in 
the  Joseph  Smith  Banquet  Hall.

The  world  is  going  to  pot.  It  seems  this  is  the  case  on 
the  outside  in  major  universities  and  in  an  alarmingly 
large  number  of  high  schools  as  well.  ’Tis  sad  but  true. 

John  Steinbeck  III  echoed  this  sentiment  at  a recent 
press  conference  in  Washington  but  in  reference  to  our 
servicemen  in  Asia.  He  estimated  over  70  per  cent  of  “our 
boys”  smoked  the  weed. 

The  Army  said  his  figures  were  ridiculous. 

But  the  problem  remains  and  grows.  The  fact  that  the 
use  and  possession  of  marijuana  is  illegal  makes  it  more 
challenging  to  the  present  generation. 

At  the  Northwestern  University  the  Young  Americans 
for  Freedom  Chapter  endorsed  the  use  of  marijuana  for 
those  desiring  it.  They  felt  it  to  be  an  individual  matter 
not  infringing  upon  the  rights  of  those  around  them  any 
more  than  the  use  of  liquor. 

The  chapter  was  subsequently  disbanded,  loosing  its 
charter  and  national  affiliation. 

In  contrast,  the  Progressive  Labor  Party,  W’hich  is 
abouth  as  far  to  the  left  as  YAF  is  to  the  right,  condemned 
the  use  of  the  weed. 

They  felt  it  to  be  hedonistic  and  a capitalistic  plot  to 
dull  the  minds  of  the  American  youth  and  therefore  ought 
to  add  stiffer  penalties  than  those  presently  imposed. 

It  is  a symptom  of  the  times  when  great  intellectual 
minds  spend  hour  upon  hour  defending  the  principles  of 
self  degradation. 

Actually  the  present  media  of  communications  has 
gone  to  great  lengths  in  preparing  this  generation  for  ac- 
ceptance and  adherence  to  such  drugs. 

For  the  last  30  years  radio  set  the  stage  by  selling  the 
female  population  on  smoking.  Television  came  to  its  aid. 
Seeing  is  believing.  Both  worked  in  cooperation  with  the 
printed  media  and  success  was  obtained,  opening  up  a big- 
ger market. 

In  a few  short  years  the  bulk  majority  of  women  had 
accepted  the  “great  advertising  effort,”  making  it  part  of 
the  American  female  culture  to  join  their  menfolk  in  smok- 
ing. 

Not  only  in  smoking  but  in  the  art  of  social  drinking. 
Like  father,  like  son  and  the  tradition  is  thex'efore  carried 
on  to  a new  generation. 

But  after  a few  generations  of  the  same  old  stuff- 
drinking  and  smoking — something  new  was  sought. 

Again  mass  communication  media  assisted  this  trans- 


formation by  advising  people  under  stress  to  use  this  pill 
and  that  to  “pep  you  up”  or  “calm  jittery  nerves”  (We 


spend  more  money  per  anum  as  a nation  on  such  pills  than 
Spain  does  on  consumption  of  foodstuffs) . 

Now,  in  the  twilight  of  the  sixties  a new  youth  turns 
to  LSD,  STB,  and  pot.  The  adult  generation  is  shocked  and 
doesn’t  know  where  these  perverted  kids  could  come  up 
with  these  twisted  habits. 

It’s  a damn  shame.  A magazine  prints  a story  about 
the  sobering  realities  of  these  psychedelic  drugs  and  judges 
the  youth  as  being  corruptingly  immoral. 

The  same  magazine  runs  twenty  adds  on  tobacco,  no 
less  than  ten  on  liquor  advertisements,  with  an  assorted 
collection  of  nerve-calming  pill  ads. 

Years  from  now  when  a new  civilization  raises  up  the 
ruins  of  that  ancient  American  sub-culture,  it  may  learn 
from  our  mistakes.  It  may  have  already  done  so. 

It  could  have  figured  out  by  our  annihiliation  how 
maybe  the  people  need  not  have  everything  they  desire. 

They  may  figure  out  also  that  business  does  not  need 
be  a sacred  cow  preserved  for  the  sake  of  the  market. 

They  may  even  do  away  with  powerful  lobbys  which 
perpetuate  businesses  harmful  to  those  it  serves. 

“When  will  they  ever  learn?”  the  song  asks.  Maybe 
when  they  all  turn  to  graves,  to  flower.

Editor: 

Re:  Better  Dead.  The  recurrent 
paranoid  expressions  issuing 
from  many  avowed  anti-com- 
munists on  this  campus  is  rapidly 
approaching  an  almost  psychotic 
state.  This  continued  vain  atempt 
to  cover  vows  of  Christian  ideals 
with  murder  and  mass  bloodshed 
is  pure  hypocrisy.  And,  the  con- 
tinued ideal  that  the  only  way 
to  stop  the  Communists  in  Viet- 
name  is  by  killing  them  can  only 
be  attributed  to  a spirit  that  is 
totally  alien  to  Christianity. 

I am  not  yet  convinced  that  a 
bloodbath  is  the  only  way  of  halt- 
ing the  conflict  in  this  unfortun- 
ate country.  And,  until  every  ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  reconcile 
the  issue  in  a peaceful  manner, 

I will  never  believe  in  the  right 
or  the  propriety  of  murder— and 
murder  is  exactly  what  it 
amounts  to. 

There  are  many  ways  of  block- 
ing an  offensive  through  military, 
economic,  and  political  means 
which  will  not  end  in  ultimate 
mass  murder. 

Many  of  these,  measures  are 
yet  untried.  Little  has  yet  been 
done  to  cause  an  effective  block- 
ade of  the  port  of  Haiphong  and 
its  massive  insurgence  of  war 
supplies.  Little  has  been  done  to 
force  economic  embargoes  on  na- 
tions that  trade  with  the  enemy 
(and  believe  me,  these  nations 
can  be  brought  to  their  senses 
just  as  powerfully  through  econo- 
mic and  political  means  as  they 
can  by  bombing  their  sailors.) 

There  is  still  much  more  that 
could  be  done  in  pacification 
programs  in  the  countryside  of 
Vietnam  (refer  to  Dr.  Ray  Hillam 
and  his  direct  experiences  in  Viet- 
nam’s pacification  programs  as 


reported  in  last  summer’s  BYU 
Vietnam  week). 

And,  should  all  of  these  meas- 
ures fail,  and  a last  defensive 
military  measure  prove  absolute- 
ly necessary,  there  is  still  no  ex- 
cuse for  people  to  sit  in  a field- 
house  and  cheer  for  murder  in 
the  same  manner  that  they  would 
cheer  a basketball  team  (unless 
the  days  of  the  Roman  Colosseum 
have  returned) 

War  is  a “deadly”  business, 
and  every  possible  effort  should 
be  made  to  avoid  it.  I will  never 
be  a part  of  random  or  wanton 
murder,  and  I label  as  un-Chris- 
tian  any  who  would  encourage  it. 
There  are  other  ways  of  sweeping 
Communist  suppression  of  Chris- 
tian ideals  from  the  earth  than 
having  to  resort  firsthand  to  mur- 
der.

It  seems  strange  to  me  that  this 
university  should  not  allow  the 
unrestricted  examination  of  dif- 
ferent ideas,  since  I have  always 
been  under  the  impression  that 
the  purpose  of  a university  was 
for  learning. 

To  me,  the  learning  process  in- 
volves, among  others,  the  pro- 
cesses of  questioning  and  evalu- 
ating two  or  more  sets  of  facts, 
truths,  ideas  or  opinions. 

To  my  way  of  thinking,  it 
seems  next  to  impossible  to  make 
worthwhile  decisions  on  any  prob- 
lem if  one  of  these  items  it  ac- 
cepted as  correct  without  a 
thorough  evaluation  of  the  other 
facets  of  the  problem.

“Meteors  and  Interpl  a n e t a r y 
Dust”  will  be  the  subject  of  the 
regular  monthly  planetarium  lec- 
ture today. 

The  show  will  be  presented  at 
7:30  and  8:30  p.m.  by  Dr.  E.  Paul 
Palmer  of  the  Physics  Dept.  The 
Summerhays  Planetarium,  the  first 
constructed  in  Utah,  was  built  in 
1957  and  is  located  atop  the  Eyring 
Physical  Science  Center.  It  seats 
60  viewers. 

The  Spitz  projector  in  the  center 
of  the  circular  theater  under  a 
hemispherical  dome  projects  the 
stars,  planets,  sun,  moon  and  gal- 
axies of  the  universe  on  the  inside 
of  the  dome,  giving  the  spectator 
an  armchair  view  of  the  heavens. 
Admission  is  10  cents  for  children 
and  25  cents  for  adults. 

With  scientific  precision,  the  pro- 
jector can  demonstrate  the  move- 
ments of  the  heavenly  bodies  as 
they  appear  at  any  time  of  the 
year  or  from  the  northern  or  south- 
ern hemispheres.

‘Black  Power’ 


Is  Rx  For  U.S., 
Claims  Powell 


LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)-Adam 
Clayton  Powell  Wednesday  urged 
young  white  persons  to  join  the 
black  power  movement  and  save 
America,  which  he  described  as 
“a  sick  society.” 

The  former  Harlem  congress- 
man, who  was  ousted  from  his 
seat  just  a year  ago  for  miscon- 
duct, addressed  a crowd  of  about 
6,000  students  at  UCLA  in  Pauley 
Pavilion. 


His  remarks  were  directed  main- 
ly at  white  students  who  predomi- 
nated at  the  gathering. 

Tliere  was  a solid  block  of  sev- 
eral hundred  Negro  student  sit- 
ting behind  a large  sign  which 
read,  “UCLA  black  students  union 


turned  down  because  his  appli- 
cation was  “too  late.”

Powell,  nattily  dressed  in  a blue 
suit  with  matching  shirt  and  tie, 
stood  at  a podium  on  the  basket- 
ball court  and  speaking  directly  to 
the  white  students  said: 


“Abraham  Lincoln  freed  the 
slaves  supposedly  with  a stroke  of 
the  pen,  but  we’re  going  to  free 
you.  The  smoldering  resentment 
in  the  ghettos  of  America  is  not 
a monopoly  with  young  black  peo- 
ple. They  just  have  the  guts  to  get 
with  it. 

“You  are  victims  of  what  I call 
the  cult  of  mediocrity.  If  you  try 
to  break  from  that,  Mr.  White  Man ; 
and  Miss  White  Girl,  they’re  going  ^ 
to  throw  you  back.”  | 

Powell,  referring  to  President 
Johnson’s  concept  of  “The  Great 
Society,”  said  “This  is  not  a great 
society.  My  beloved  friend.  Jack 
Kennedy,  saw  the  possibility  that 
Amerca  could  be  great,  but  they 
took  him  before  his  time  because 
they  thought  his  dream  might 
come  true.  LBJ  tried,  too— poor  old 
fellow.  There  is  no  leadership  in 
this  land  today.  This  is  not  a great 
society,  this  is  a sick  society,  a 
society  that  has  a cancer  eating 
out  the  heart  of  democracy,  a so- 
ciety where  there  is  a dual  stand- 
ard for  black  and  white  people.”
